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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

After the foregoing Amendment, claims 1-3 and 12-14 are currently pending 
in this application. Claims 1 and 12 have been amended to overcome the claim 
rejections and objections included in the Office Action dated October 19, 2005. The 
Applicants submit that no new matter has been introduced into the application by 
the Amendment. 

Claim Re jections - 35 USC $ 112 

Claims 1-3 and 12-14 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement because the specification 
describes a "common paging channel", rather than the "common channel" recited in 
claims 1 and 12. The Applicants fail to understand the Examiner's grounds for 
asserting that the use of the phrase "common channel" constitutes subject matter 
that is not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor, at the time of the application was 
filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Certainly, if a "common paging 
channel" is disclosed, then a "common channel" is disclosed and would be easily 
understood by one skilled in the relevant art. In an attempt to appease the 
Examiner, the reference to a "common channel" has been deleted from claims 1 and 
12. 

Claims 2, 3, 13 and 14 are dependent upon claims 1 and 12, which the 
Applicants believe are allowable over the cited prior art of record for the same 
reasons provided above. 

Based on the arguments presented above, withdrawal of the rejection of 
claims 1-3 and 12-14 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is respectfully requested. 
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Claim Objections 

The Examiner objected to claims 1 and 12 because the phrase ,! the temporary 
user specific identities" does not clearly correlate to the phrase "the new temporary 
user specific identity". The Applicants have amended claims 1 and 12 to correct this 
informality. The withdrawal of the objection to the claims 1 and 12 is respectfully 
requested.
